It will be gratifying to our friends to 
learn that the receipts of A. M. A. for 
the last fiscal year were $6,000 in excess 
of its expedidtures, and that the cash 
receipts and pledges for debt added to 
this smount, will reduce the debt from 
$62,000, the amount reported at our last 
annual meeting, to $31,000. This great 
reduction has been accomplished, as we

Over 300 of them have already been re- 
ceived as members of the Protestant 
Churches in California, and 700 are un- 
der Christian instruction, studying the 
doctrines of our faith, while 1,000 attend 
Sunday-School and two young men are 
preparing for the Christian ministry. 

Even those who do not come under 
the influence of such instruction can 
scarcely be said to be the worst people 
in the land. In 1875 of the 7,643 arrests 
for drunkenness not one was a China- 
man; of the 3,263 paupers admitted to 
the alms-house only six were Chinamen; 
of 83 murderers hanged during the last 
year in the United States, not one was a 
Chinaman. 

Now we find that the Chinese mer- 
chants in Cailifornia paid more than a 
quarter part of the amount of duties re- 
ceived on imports, they also pay nearly 
half a million dollars a year in San Fran- 
cisco, for water privileges, insurance and 
city taxes, entitling them certainly toa 
much larger space than they occupied in 
the alms-house, and ten times the atten- 
tion they received from the policemen 
and hangman, provided that such ser- 
vices are apportioned in a ratio according 
to theamount of taxes paid. 

This Association has in the past and 
willin the future continue to promote 
Christian instruction among the Chinese 
in California and to defend in their be- 
half the principles of our forefathers 


which have done so much for the pros- 


perity of this nation.

The restraints and care exercised over 
them formerly by the better class of 
slave-holders being removed they rush 
into every species of vice with an aban- 
don threatening to both white and black. 

Emancipation has not enhanced the 
spiritual welfare of such people,and those 
who procured their liberty without pro- 
viding for their recovery from the vices 
and ignorance of slavery have absolute- 
ly entailed upon the black man a poorer 
opportunity for spiritual development 
than he previously enjoyed. 

Our sin of omission therefore in neglect- 
ing the black man threatens to be very 
dangerous to the Republic and possibly 
as dangerous as slavery itself, 

This is amatter which every individual 
of us can do something to help, and 
what we do will be sure to count, We 
may not be able tosecure an army to pro- 
tect the negro at the ballot-box,although

likely to continue an invalid. Though not strong, he has before him 
the prospect of some years of usefulness with the pen and with the 
voice from Sabbath to Sabbath ; but it will not be possible for him 
again to accept a pastorate. ‘To us, and to others of his friends, it 
has seemed very desirable that his last days should be made as happy 
as possible; and above all, that the home in which he so delights, 
and which he has celebrated in his poem, **‘ The Unlost Paradise,’’ 
should not be broken up. That this may be secured, it is necessary 
that he should be released from the burden of the mortgage of szx 
thousand dollars resting upon his home. If this could be paid, it 
would seem assured that he would find it possible to live in that sim- 
ple comfort with his dear family about him, which his services to the 
Churches ought to secure to him. Were it wise to appeal to the body 
of Christian people, and to ask any who love to sing *‘ My Faith Looks 
Up to Thee,” and the many other exquisite hymns from his pen, to 


join, in however small a way, in a general testimonial to him, the 
object could, we doubt not, be easily accomplished. But that would 
be too public a method, and naturally distasteful to his friends. We 
have thought it more suitable to address privately a considerably 
smaller number of gentlemen and ladies who might be able and 
glad to give a larger amount. It has seemed to us that it ought not 
to be difficult to find sixty people who would subscribe perhaps one 
hundred dollars each. Already, almost before we have decided upon 
any plan for the purpose, over a quarter of the amount has been sub- 
scribed. We have thought it not improbable that you might be able, 
as we are sure you would be glad, to give your subscription. If so, 
will you not kindly communicate with Rev. A. H. Criapp, D.D., 
Treasurer of the American Home Missionary Society, Room 34, Bible 
House, New York City, who will act as Treasurer for this undertaking ? 
Perhaps you may feel inclined to give more than one hundred dollars ; 
but should you feel able to contribute no more than a half or a quar- 
ter of the sum, we trust that. you will aid according to your ability.

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ACTION OF THE COUNCIL. 


From an interesting account given by Rev. Dr. Dutton, of the proceedings of 
Council, we extract the following : 


on “To the American Missionary Association, which, by its fidelity to 
the spiritual interests of the negro race, and by its zealous and comprehensive labors 
for the education and religious instruction of the Freedmen, is peculiarly and provi- 
dentially prepared for the work of their evangelization, the Council recommended the 
contribution of $250,000.” 

(The three sums recommended by Council to be raised by the churches, amount 
to $750,000, three quarters of a million.) “There was a feeling that special means 
should be devised for securing its contribution by the churches. Accordingly a com- 
mittee was appointed for the purpose. The report was awaited with much anxiety, 
and when it was presented and acted upon, the scene was one of absorbing interest 
and solemn devotion.” . . . “It closed its fervent presentation of the subject by 
a series of resolutions, recommending that each of the societies named in the report ¢f 
the committee on evangelization, should use, according to its discretion and enterpri 
every effort to increase its own funds to the amount mentioned ; promising hearty co- 
operation with the officers and agents of those societies in securing contributions to 
that amount.”. 

The report was accepted. . .-. ‘Rev. Mr. Webb, of Boston, moved that by 
the vote the members of the Council should personally pledge themselves to God, and 
to one another, faithfully to carry out, in their several spheres of action, these resolu- 
tions ; which motion passed unanimously. The question was then put by the modera- 
tor, Gov. Buckingham, in a subdued and solemn voice, amid such stillness that the 
dropping of a pin might have been heard ; and the whole Council rose as one man.” 
eo “At the close of this passage in the history of the National Council, there were 
many full hearts and tearful eyes; and there was the general and joyful conviction 
that the success of t/s chief practical measure was secured,”

Any person who consents to the principles and objects of this Society, and contributes annually to its fands, shall be a member of the Society; and 
the payment of thirty dollars, at any one time, shall constitute an individual a member for life.

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SHALL WE GIVE BIBLES TO THREE MILLIONS 
OF AMERICAN SLAVES? 


Ir is more than thirty years since the American Bible 
Society was formed, for the purpose of supplying the whole 
people of the United States with the Holy Scriptures. Yet 
the great body of slaves, amounting to one-sixth of our popula- 
tion, are still unsupplied. And no systematic effort has 
ever been made to supply them. Is it not high time that 
an cffort should be made to unite, for this purpose, the coun- 
sels and the charities of all who love the Bible, however 
diversified may be their views on other subjects ?. 

It is believed that the present isa favorable time for such an 
effort. The welfare of our churches, the increasing interest 
which is felt for the condition of the slaves, the state of public 
opinion, call for the proposal of this method of action in favor 
of the slaves. All religious men should cordially unite in this - 
noble purpose, for it is clearly right and practicable, and 
purely benevolent and salutary to all parties, and it may lead 
all those who engage in it to cooperate in other well devised 
plans for the good of the oppressed. 

If heartily undertaken, and earnestly pursued, in conjunc- 
tion with other obvious duties with reference to the slaves, 


will it not restore to our churches those feelings of brotherly 
love, confidence and cooperation, which never fail to be fol- 
lowed by the outpouring of God’s Spirit, and the extensive 
revival of true religion ? 

The following considerations seem worthy of general atten- 
tion :-— 


I.—Jt is a sin to withhold the Bible from any. 


Says the Rev. Albert Barnes, in his late work on slavery : 

*¢ The withholding of instruction is forbidden in the New 
Testament. Nothing is more definite in the Bible, or more in 
accordance with all our views of what is proper and right, 
than the declarations that all men have a clear right to know 
the truth; to receive instruction ; to have free access to the ora- 
cles of God. Luke xi. 52: ‘Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge; ye entered not in 
yourselves, and them that were entering in, ye hindered.’ 
John v. 39: ‘Search the Scriptures, for in them ye think ye 
have eternal life, and they are they which testify of me.’ 
Prov. xix. 2: ‘ That the soul be without knowledge, it is not 
good.’ ”? p. 361. 


2 


The Rev. E. N. Kirk, in a letter recently published, dated 
Boston, February 20, 1847, says: ‘‘ No man, or body of men, 
has a right to prevent any human being from learning to read, 
and from reading the Word of God. And every human being 
has a commission from God to do all that is in his power to 
communicate that Word to every other human being. The 
fact that there are laws against it, whether in ancient Rome, 
or in modern Rome, in Mecca or in Charleston, in no way af- 
fects our duty ; and he that hinders usin this good work, must 
answer to Christ for it.” 

The Bible Society of Charleston, S. C., in their thirty- 
fourth report, claim the circulation of the Bible as a common 
cause: ‘* Regarding the work of Bible distribution as a great 
common cause,—unlimited by metes and bounds, an embodiment 
of efforts and means for furnishing to all mankind the counsels 
of the Most High,—and thus to lay the only sure foundation 
of all other Christian effort, whether personal or social; it is 
really both a privilege and a duty to be participants in the en- 
terprise.”’ 


Il.— The Bible is generally and intentionally withheld from | 
the Slaves. 


1. The Rev. C. C. Jones, Presbyterian, in a sermon preach- 
ed before the planters of Liberty county, Georgia, and pub- 
lished by them, in 1831, says, ‘‘ We cannot cry out against 
the papists for withholding the Scriptures from the common 
people, for we withhold the Bible from our servants.” In an 
essay, he says, ‘‘ The statutes of our respective States forbid 
it, or when through oversight they do not, custom does. He 
cannot search the Scriptures, for a knowledge of letters he has 
not, and cannot legally obtain.” 

2. The Rev. J. S. Law, Baptist, in an essay prepared at the 
request of the Georgia Baptist Association, in 1846, says of 
the slaves :—‘‘ They have no access to the Word of God. We 
have taken under our own keeping the key of knowledge. 
They cannot read the Word of God ; we are the cause of this 
inability. We permit them not to take into their own hands 
the lamp of life.” 

3. The Synod of South Carolina and Georgia, say in 1833, 
‘In this Christian Republic there are over two millions of 
human beings in the condition of heathen; they have no 
Bibles.” 

4. The Synod of Kentucky say, that ‘‘ access to the Serip- 
tures” is not, “to any extent worth naming, enjoyed by 
slaves. The law, as it exists here, does not prevent free access 
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to the slaves, bnt' ignorance, the natural‘result of their condi- 
tion, does: The Bible is before them, but it is to them'a seal- 
ed book.”’ 

5. The presbytery of New Orleans, say, that ‘* of 100,000 
of this class of people within our bounds, it may be safely as- 
serted that 75,000 never hear the doctrine of salvation 
preached:”? 

& The presbytery of Alabama say, “The Bible, the pre- 
cious fountain of life, is a sealed’ book to the black.” 

7. The Rev. G. W. Freeman, now Bishop of Texas,, says, 
in a: published sermon, that slave children ought to be baptised 
arid tauglit orally the Lord’s prayer, creed and commandments, 
but ‘it is mot necessary they should be taught to read.” 

8. The Rev. Mr. Converse, of Vermont, formerly of Vir- 
ginia, says in a sermon, that ‘‘ those called field-hands live 
aud die without being told by their pious masters that Jesus 
Christ died to save sinners.” 


Ill.—Everybody ought to have the Bible. 

1. The Mississippi Conference of the M. E. Church, iv 
1843, passed a resolve, that ‘‘ the circulation’ of the Bible 
without note or comment, 1s, in:all conceivable circumstances, 
indispensable to anything like eminent success in missionary 
effort.”’ 

_ 2. The General Conference of the M. E. Church, South, ir 

1846,. pledgéd its concurrence in the efforts of the Ameriéan 
Bible Seeiety, to place a copy of the Holy. Bible in the hands 
of every man, woman and child im our own country.” 

3. The American Bible Society, at its anniversary in 1846, 
resolved, that ‘‘ the Bible is for man a necessary of life.” 

4, The venerable Dr: Alexander has: said; that: ** religious 
emotions and influences work upward’; they begin with ser- 
vants, children, and females, and thus reach those who aré 
more difficult of access.”” This shows by what means we are 
to evangelize Southern society. 

5. The Hon. Theodore Frelinglinysen, in his oration at 
New Brunswick, 1831, says, of the Bible, “It is a munition 
of:rocks for all our social and’ civil privileges: Let its influ- 
enve go-forth and spread through the Innd, in its purity and 
power, and alll outrage and crime, oppression and tyranny would 
retire before’ it.”—>p. 9. 

IV.—The work ought to be done by the American Bible 
| Society. 
. The Mississippi Conference, 1843, expressly declared 


} a ‘ entire confidence in the integrity and catholic character 
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of the American Bible Society,” and promised to “heartily. 
countenance and cdoperate with any accredited agent ” of 
that Society. 

2. At a meeting in New York, in 1835, Mr.) Birney 
strongly advocated the measure, as calculated to do great good, 
especially in regard to the States of Kentucky and Tennessee, 
where no legal restrictions exist against the distribution of the 
Scriptures. If the work could be done in these States, other 
States would follow the example. And who should do this 
work, or attempt it, but the American Bible Society ? 

3. The Board of Managers of the American Bible Society, in 
1834, declare in express reference to the slaves, their object to be 
‘< the circulation of the Holy Scriptures without note or com- 
ment among their destitute fellow men of every name and nation 
wherever they can be reached,” and that they ‘‘ will thankfully 
receive the contributions of all societies and individuals who 
may be disposed to céoperate with them in their benevolent 
undertaking.”” In 1835, they say they have ‘“‘ made on re- 
quest, several small grants of the Scriptures for the benefit of 
colored people.”? In their report for 1845, they intimate ‘‘ the 
readiness of the Board to cdoperate, to the extent of their 
ability, in furnishing all who can read with the Book of Life, 
of every condition and color.”’ 

4. In theirreport for 1845, they detail their grants for prisons, 
and to seamen and boatmen, butspecify none for slaves. In 1844, 
they mention gifts for the army and navy, for prisons, to In- 
dians, soldiers, seamen, but not slaves. In 1846, they mention, 
pp. 5 and9, specific grants of Bibles for prisons, Sunday schools, 
Swedes, seamen, ships of war, canals and lakes, Indians, and 
sundry others, but none for slaves. The reports of 1845 and 
1846, contain acknowledgments of donations, in money, receiv- 
ed expressly for the slaves, as well as for many other specific 
objects. 


Oss. 1.—That the laws are against it. 


1. There is no law known against giving the Bible to the 
slaves, in at least six of the states, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and Missouri; and no law in 
these states against teaching them to read. In Virginia, there 
is a law against collecting slaves in schools, but none against 
the instruction of individuals at home. Let us give the Bible 
to the slaves in those States, where there is no law against it, 
before we resort to the law as an apology for our neglect. 

2. The Rev. Dr. Fuller, late of Beaufort, S. C., has pub- 
lished that these wicked laws “are most of them virtually 
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repealed by universal practice.” He says of one of them, 
‘¢ Violate it most industriously.”? And in regard to the slaves’ 
reading, ‘‘ How many are taught.”? The laws, then, constitute 
no part of the difficulty in the way. Such wicked laws, in this 
country, must be dead as soon as they begin to be openly dis- 
regarded. 

3. A correspondent of the Journal of Commerce at Savan- 
nah, July 7, 1845, says, ‘‘ There is a law of the State prohibit- 
ing the instruction of slaves in writing and reading, and yet 
there is scarcely a family in which they are not thus instructed, 
or permitted to be instructed. I have resided in this commu- 
nity for thirty years, and have never heard of a prosecution 
for a violation of this law, although it was well known to the 
police of the city that public schools have been kept by colored 
persons for the instruction of that class. Why is this? for no 
other reason than that public sentiment was opposed to the 
law.’ | 


Oss. 2.—The slaves cannot read the Bible. 


Ans. 1. The Rev. D. Butler, at the 30th anniversary of the 
American Bible Society, said, ‘‘ The books left there [among 
the destitute] may lie neglected for years, but they will one 
day make their influence felt. We have no right to say that 
the Bible, in any case whatever, does no good.” 

2. We never hear that objection alleged when any other 
class of persons are spoken of. The rule has always been to 
give to all who will receive and not abuse it. 

3. Many can read. Some masters, and more mistresses, 
teach their house servants. Many slaves learn from the chil- 
dren of the family. They often keep their ability to read a. 
secret from their masters. 

4. In the 29th report of the American Bible Society, p. 51, 
is an extract of a communication from a female auxiliary soci- 
ety in Abingdon, Virginia, as follows : 

*¢ Several instances are given of Sabbath schools having 
been established in illiterate neighborhoods, through the 
instrumentality of Bibles given to the poor and ignorant. A 
father and mother, with their eight children, were induced to 
attend a Sabbath school in order to learn to read, by presents of 
Bibles. Many copies of Testaments and Psalms have been 
given to servants [slaves], and they have uniformly had the 
desired influence 4 inducing them to learn to read.” 

5. Giving the Bible is the best inducement to learn to read, 
and the best help for adults to learn. If you wish your son to 
learn to swim, you send him into the water. | 
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6. Giving the Bible will open the way for all the other 

means, and will be followed by teachers, preachers, and Sab- 
bath Schools. 
_ 7%. The following narrative, from the American Messenger, 
published by the Tract Society, shows that colporteurs are la- 
boriously spending days and days in circulating books at the 
South among white people who cannot read—and:with happy 
effects. 

“¢ MentTat Atrment.—On the James River lives:an elderly 
woman in indigent circumstances, and with few opportunities 
for religious instruction. Her brother, who is a blacksmith, 
resides some two miles distant, with no intervening road except 
it be a bridle path through the woods. He was visited by a 
colporteur of the American Tract. Society, and induced' to pur- 
chase Baxter’s Saint’s Rest, although he could not read a line. 
As soon as his day’s work was done, he hied across the fields to 
inform his sister of the new treasure, and to secure her aid’ in 
unfolding it. She could read a little by spelling the words 
containing more than one syllable. Soon after sundown, they 
had gathered the few neighbors, as ignorant as themselves, and 
she began her task. It was twelve o’clock before the black- 
smith returned to his home—and in‘all that time they had, by 
dint of effort, read about half a chapter! When’ he saw the 
colporteur the next day, he was full of his praises of the book, 
and requested him to go to his sister’s, who wanted another. 
When the colporteur made his way to her door, and‘ explained 
the object of his visit, she thanked him cordially, and spoke 
of the profit derived from the few pages she had read. iad. Pld 
said she, ‘‘ [have felt ever since, as if my mind had eaten some- 
thing.”

V.—Thereis a strong feeling at the South, which. may be relied: 
on for efficient c6operation. 

1, The Rev. John C. Young, D:D., president of the Col- 
lege at. Danville, Ky., preached a sermon in the Presbyterian 
church, which was. published by the members of the church, 
in' 1846, in which he urges the duty of masters td their slaves, 
in ‘‘ teaching and. encouraging them. fo read; God’s: Word.” 
He denies that we have any right, “ for the: sake of perpétuat- 
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ing a system which we imagine to be gainful, to keep a 
whole race of our fellow men in such a state of degradation as 
to debar them from all direct access to God’s Word, and thus 
fearfully multiply the chances of their eternal perdition. 

‘¢No iniquitous or Heaven-insulting laws have ever been 
passed among us, making it penal to teach any of God’s crea- 
tures to read the messages which he himself has sent to them 
We have not so far imitated the Pope of Rome, as to make the 
Bible a sealed book to those under our authority. Were a 
law of this kind in existence, we should feel bound to regard 
it just as far as we would a law forbidding us to feed the hun- 
gry, or clothe the naked. 

‘¢ What pious or philanthropic heart could countenance, even 
for a moment, the existence of a system, whose existence | de- 
pended on excluding its subjects for ever from obeying the 
divine command to ‘ search the Scriptures,’ in which alone we 
‘have eternal life.’ 

‘¢ Can you think (I appeal to the conscience of every Chris- 
tian), that you are giving to your servants what is ‘ just and 
equal,’ while you are taking no measures to enable them to share 
in a privilege of such priceless value ?” 

Surely, a church which publishes such sentiments, will be 
ready to cdoperate, by giving the Bible to the slaves in its 
own neighborhood. And when once the work is begun, sys- 
tematically and in earnest, it must go on until it is complete. 
There is then no line at which it can be stopped. 


Vil.—The work is already begun. 


While the general testimony proves that the great body of 
slaves are intentionally kept from the Bible, and from the abil- 
ity to read it, the fact that some are supplied shows that no- 
thing but a united effort is needed to extend the blessing to 
all. 

J. At ameeting of the American Bible Society at Cincinnati 
in 1843, a gentleman, whose name is not given in the published 
reports, said “‘ he had often done it without opposition or moles- 
tation,”’ and if his northern friends would ** raise funds for the 
specific purpose of distributing Bibles among the colored peo- 
ple,’’ he would ‘ pledge himself to take charge of such funds, 
and faithfully appropriate every dollar.”’ 

2. The editor of the Philadelphia Observer, who formerly 
resided in Virginia, says, Nov. 26, 1846, ‘* The door is thrown 
wide open for preachimg the gospel to the slaves. In some 
portions of the Southern cotntiy, they are taught by their 
masters to read the Bible.” > 
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3 A gentleman writes from Louisville, to the: anew York 
Observer, Feb., 1847, that he found in that city, ‘““jseven Sab- 
bath schools in successful operation among the cologed popula- 
tion,’”’? and ‘‘ God has blessed their efforts with @ncouraging 
success; multitudes have learned to read the Wom of God.”’ 
It is understood that similar efforts are followed with similar 
results, in St. Louis.. What is wanting but a conc a ed effort, 
with the blessing of God, to extend this supply, from these 
two starting points, all over the land. i 


VIIl.— What we should all do to promote 


1. Let us take it for granted that all who believe and love 
the Bible, are ready to co-operate in this work, asifar as they 
have the ability, whenever its claims are fairly understood. 

2. Let us act, in all respects, as if we believed it to be a 
work that God requires and that is surely to be done. 

3. Let us freely and fully express our sentiments, and the 
interest we feel in the matter, with Christian méekness and 
fidelity, in all those ways, at those times, and thtough those 
channels, which are ordinarily found fitted to arouse public 
attention, to correct public opinion, and to produce general 
and united action. 

4. Let us without delay give our money to the American 
Bible Society, as an earnest of our sincerity—as eyidence that 
we believe the thing is going to be done, and that we have con- 
fidence in our brethren, and as a pledge of our readiness to sup- 
port the effort to any extent it may require. 

No other measure will have half the efficacy of this, in giv- 
ing to the movement the desired weight, stability, and power, 
both ‘to call out the liberality of the North, and to open the 
way and secure the requisite co-operation at the South. 

Just imagine the effect that would be produced by sending 
donations to the Society from ten thousand churches, of differ- 
ent names, for this specific purpose! ‘ Tue Siave’s Bisre 
Funp’’ will not long lie idle; and it will be all meeded, and 
much more, in supplying the three milhions of American slaves 
with the Bible.

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Fourteenth Amendment Has No Bear- 
ing on Disfranchisement. 


We are surprised to see that several of 
yur contemporaries are demanding # re- 
duction of Southern representation under 
the Fourteenth Amendment asa remedy 
for the disfranchisement of the Afro- 
Americau. That this demand is foolish 
a casual reading of the United States 
Constitution will prove. The Fourteenth 
Amendment broadly declares that when- 
evera male citizen, twenty one years of 
age, is disfranchised for any cause save 
participation in rebellion or crime, a pro- 
portionate reduction in the representation 
of his State shall be exacted. The Four 
teenth Amendment therefore sanctions and 
legalizes the disfranchisement of citizens 
for any c.use whatsvever, including color, 
provided a proportionate reduction of rep- 
resentation is made. 

The Fifteenth Amendment, fortunately 
for us, goes farther. Outof all possible 
grounds for disfranchisement it picks one 
ground which, it declares, can never be 
legalized, whether by a reduction of rep- 
resentation or by other measures. This 
ground isthe very one for which Afro- 
Americans are disabled, ‘‘race. color and 
previous condition of servitude.” Our die- 
abilities are the very ones to which the 
-Fourteenth Amendment does not apply. 
The Fourteenth Amendment has no bear. 
ing op the question of Afro American 
disfranchisement. On this one point it is 
superseded by the Fi!teenth Amendment, 
which is the particular guaranteeof our 
liber’ ies. 

It follows that the enforcement of the 
Fourteenth Amendment in the South 
would virtually abrogate the Fifteenth. 
The abrogation of the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment would leyalize under the Constitu- 
tion the disfranchisement of citizens oa 
the ground of race and c lor, provided 
the proper reduction in representation 
were made. Our disfranchisement is now 
strictly illegal. The enforcement in our 
particular case of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, {uvolving a repudiation of the Fif- 
teenth, would give our disfranchisement - 
a strong color of legality. For us, there 
fore, to advocate a reduction of Southern 
representation ig.suicidal. “

Any person of evangelical sentiments,* who professesfaith inthe Lord Jesue Christ, who is not a slaveholder 
or in the practice of other immoralities, and who contributes to the funds, may become a member of the Society, and by the 
payment of thirty dollars, a life-member; provided that children and youth, who have not professed their faith, muy be 
constituted life-members without the privilege of voting. 

Ant. 1V.This Society shall meet annually, in the month of September, October or November, for the election of officers, 
and the transaction of other business atsuch time and place as shall be designated by the Executive Committee. 

Art. V. The annual meeting shall be constituted of the regular officers and members of the ociety at the time of such 
meeting, and of delegates from churches, local missionary societies and other co-operating bodies—Each body being entitled 
to one representative. 

Ant. VI. The officers of the Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, two Corresponding Sec- 
retaries, a Treasurer, two Auditors, and an Executive Comruittee of twelve, of which the Corresponding Secretaries and the 
Treasurer shall be ex-officio members. 

Aut. VII. .To the Execttive Committes shall belong the collecting and disbursing of funds; the «appointing, counsel- 
ling, sustaining, and dismissing, (for just und sufficient reasons) missionaries and agents; theselecting of missionary fields, 
and,in general the-transaction of all such business a3 usually appertains to the executive committees of Missionary und other 
Benevolent Societies; the Committee to exercise no ecclesiastical jurisdiction over the missionaries ; and its doings to be sub- 
ject always to the revision of the angual meéting; which, by a reference mutually chosen, and whose decision shal] be final, 
shall always entertain the complaint@of any aggrieved agent or missionary. : 

The Executive Committee shall have authority to fili all vacancies occuring among the officers between the regular annual 
meetings, to apply, if they see fit, toany State Legislature for any act of incorporation ; to tix the compensation, where any 
is given, of all officers, agents, missionaries or others in the employment of the Society ; to make provision, if any, for is- 
abled missionaries, and for the widows and children of such as are deceased, and to call in all parts of the country, in the 
discretion, special and general conventions of the friends of missions, with a view to the diffusion of the missionary spirit, an 1 
ihe general and vigorous promotion of the missionary work. 

Five members of the Committee shall constitute a quorum for transacting business. 

“ART. VILI> ThisSeciety, in collecting funds, in appointing officers, agents and missionaries, and in selecting fields of la 
bor, andconducting the missionary work, will endeavor particularly to discountenance slavery, by refusing to receive the 
known fruits of unrequited labor, or to welcome to its employment those who hold their fellow beings us slaves. 

Ant. IX. Churches and other local Missionary bodies, agreeing to the principles of this Society, and wishing to appoint 
and sustain Missionaries of their own, shall be entitled to do so through the agency of the Executive Committee, on terms 
iutually agreed upon. 4 

Aut. X. Noamendmentsshall be made in this Constitution without thée-coneurrence of two-thirds of the members present 
ata regular annual meeting ; nor unless the proposed amendment has been submitted to the previous meeting, or to the 
Executive Committee in season to be published by them (asit shall be their duty todo if so submitted) in the regula: offi- 
cial notification of the meeting.

Art. II. The odject of this Society shall be to send the Gospel to those portions of our own or other countries that are 
destitute ofit, or which present open and urgent fields of effort. 

ant Ill. Any person of evangelical sentiments,* who professes faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, who is not a slaveholder 
or in the practice of other immoralities, and who contributes to the funds, may become a member of the Society, and by the 
payment of thirty dollars, a life-member; provided that children and youth, who have not professed their faith, muy be 
constituted life-members without the privilege of voting. 

Ant. 1V.This Society chal] mect annually, in the month of September, October or November, for the election of officers, 
and the transaction of other business atsuch time and place as shall be designated by the Executive Committee. 

Ant. V. The annual meeting shall be constituted of the regular officers and members of the ociety at the time of such 
meeting, and of delegates from churches, locai missionary societies and other co-operating bodies—Each body being entitled 
to one representative. 

Art. VI. The officers of the Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, two Corresponding Sec- 
returies, a Treasurer, two Auditors, and un Executive Committee of twelve, of which the Corresponding Secretaries and the 
Treasurer shall be ex-officio members. 

Aut. VII. To the Executive Committee shall belong the collecting and disbursing of funds; the appointing, counsel- 
liag, sustaining, and dismissing, (for just and sufficient reasons) missionaries and agents; the selecting of missionary fields, 
und, in general the transaction of all such business as usually appertains to the executive committees of Missionary and other 
Benevolent Societies ; the Committee to exercise no ecclesiastical jurisdiction over the missionaries ; and its doings to be sub- 
ject always to the revision of the annual meeting, which, by a reference mutually chosen, and whose decision shal] be final, 
suall always entertain the complaints of any aggrieved agent or missionary. 

The Executive Committee shall have authority to fili all vacancies occuring among the officers between the regular annual 
meetings, to apply, if they see fit, toany State Legislature for any act of incorporation ; to tix the compensation, where any 
is given, of all officers, agents, missionaries or others in the employment of the Society ; to make provision, if any, for is- 
nbled missionaries, and for the widows and children of sch as are deceased, und to call in all parts of the country, in the 
liseretion, special and general conventions of the friends of missions, with a view to the diffusion of the missionary spirit, an J 
ihe general and vigorous promotion of the missionary work. 

Five members of the Committee shall constitute a quorum for transacting business. 

Arr. VIII. This Society, in collecting funds, in appointing officers, agents and missionaries, and in selecting fields of la 
hor, and conducting the missionary work, will endeavor particularly to discountenance slavery, by refusing to receive the 
known fruits of unrequited labor, or to welcome to its employment those who hold their fellow beings as slaves. 

Art. IX. Churches and other local Missionary bodies, sgreeing to the principles of this Society, and wishing to appoint 
and sustain Missionaries of their own, shall be entitled to do so through the agency of the Executive Committee, on terms 
mutually agreed upon. 

Aut. X. Noamendmentsshall be made in this Constitution without the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present 
ata regular annual meeting ; nor unless the proposed amendment has been submitted to the previous meeting, or to the 
Executive Committee in season to be published by them (asitshall be their duty todo if so submitted) in the regular offi- 
cial notification of the meeting.

ITS WORK IN THE SOUTH. 


It is nearly ten years since Sumter was fired upon. The Union has been cemented anew with 
blood, the Slaves have been enfranchised, and the work of preparing the Freedmen for their 
great responsibilities has been commenced. Its completion rests as a duty on the new decade. 
There are’ many hindrances in their own ignorance and vices, and in the hostility of their foes. 


They struggle manfully, stretching out their hands for education and a pure Gospel. The nation 
and the Church owe them these. Especially are the sons of the Pilgrims pledged for them by past 
prayers and sacrifices. 

The American Missionary Lacdeiion has been foremost in bearing these gifts. More than 
500 missionaries and teachers have been annually sent. Churches, Normal Schools and Colleges have 
been planted in nearly every important centre in the Soutn. Our facilities and opportunities for 
good have wiser been greater. But just now we suffer a double privation: The closing of the 
Freedmien’s Bureau deprives us of nearly one third of our income, and the union of the Presbyterian 
Church takes from us proportionally, nearly as much as from the American Board. Unless the Con- 
gregational Churches will enlarge therr contributions our work must be curtailed! For 14 States of the 
Union these Churches are doing almost nothing in educational and religious work, except through 
this Association—It carries for them to the South what several other Societies carry to the West, 
and.must this hand of help be crippled ? 

The West has received much from New England, and glorious have been the results! The 
_ Freedmen—impoverished, ignorant, intimidated—need vastly more. Shall we give them less, when 


they cry to us so imploringly for help, and when we are so well prepared to assist them ?

SMALL GIFTS. 


We cited in the Missionary for January a number of large gifts from 
wealthy men and women, to relieve from debt the Missionary Boards of 
various churches, as worthy examples to some of the men of liberal heart 
and means who are in especial sympathy with our work for the lowly. We 
still have hope that such, alone or in combination, will do great things for 
us, and make us glad, in freeing-us from accumulated but already dimin- 
ishing indebtedness. 

Meanwhile, to enable us to carry on our constantly increasing work, 
it may not be needless to address this word to those who cannot give large - 
sums from a large store of good, but who, out of their moderate incomes 
and limited means, have been in the habit of sending us smaller amounts. 

Dear friends, after all, itis on you that we depend. If you will look 
through our list of receipts from month to month, you will see how large 
a proportion of it all comes to us in little sums—a few dollars here and a 
few dollars there. You must not fail us, then. We cannot afford to give 
up the large contributors, perhaps; still less the small ones. Sometimes, 
when it has gone abroad that such an one has given his five, ten or twenty 
thousand dollars, the givers of five, ten or twenty dimes are checked for a 
while in the flowing of their generosity. Because there was a heavy rain 
yesterday, the dews will not form to-night. ‘The suggestion of plenteous 
supplies goes abroad because of one large receipt, and the small sums seem 
so very small to the givers as they compare them with the large ones. 

But, after all, good friends, a deluge of beneficence only comes once in 
a great while. Our bow of promise of unfailing resources is formed upon 
the drops of your steady giving. Forty days and forty nights the Deluge 
lasted; but, for forty years, each morning, “when the dew that lay was 
gone up, behold, upon the face of the wilderness there lay a small, round 
thing . . . . onthe ground’’—it was the daily bread of Israel. So 
your gifts—if they be only “small, round things,’’ the dimes and quarters, 
the ancestral dollars—are the gifts to which we look for the maintenance

The active and earnest christian worlers 
of twenty or more different denominations 
have been associated and working together 
for more than half a century in this 
society ; the design being to ‘‘ diffuse a 
knowledge of Our Lord Jesus Christ as 
the Redeemer of sinners, and promote the 
interests of vital Godliness and sound 
morality ’? to the widest possible extent. 
Only this restriction is placed upon it, 
viz : that everything shall be ‘‘calculated 
te receive the approbation of all Evangeli- 
cal christians.” Its financial policy has 
been as sound and as broad as the religious 
aim, viz: that the money received for the 
books sold shall replace in the treasury, 
as{nearly as possible just what they 
take out. This policy has preserved 
the benevolent funds intact for benevolent 
work. Atthe same time it has furnished 
the publications of the society to all 
readers at prices not éxceeding the ordi- 
nary trade net prices, or fu'ly one-fourth 
Isss than the usual catalogue prices of 
similar books. The total amount of cash 
received from the business ef the society. 
has been $9,326,550. which is seventy-five 
per cent, on $12,435,414, ora clear saving 
to the buyers of $3,108,850. With this all 
have been well pleased and satisfied. 
While this has been done for the buyers, 
the donors of the society have had the 
satisfaction of seeing the committee so 
manage the enterprise that the benevolent 
work, exclusive of agencies employed in 
the collection of benevolent funds, has 
ex:seeded all the donations and legacies 
received, by more than $300,000. The 
building at 150 Nassau street, New York, 
which was the gift of a few friends in 
that city in 1825, and cost then about 
$25,000, has given place, without any addi- 
tional cost to the benevolent funds of the 
society, to the present large and convenient 
house, where all the manufacturing is done 
directly under the eye of the secretaries 
and the frequent supervision of the 
committee, at a saving of many thousands 
of dollars annually. 

Such careful and judicious management 
is in itself a good reason for the steady 
advance in the business of the society, as 
exhibited in the following summary by 
decades. The total receipts of the society 
have been

The receipts of last year, the first of the 


second half century, exceeded five hundred 


thousand dollars ($501,803). 

The members of the executive com- 
mittee have been so deeply interested in 
the work of the society. and so well pleased 
with is practical results, that in addition 
to their time, which has been freely given 
to the supervision and direction of the 


enterprise, they have backed their appeals 
to the public by their own personal gifts 
to the amount of nearly ($100,000) one 
hundred thousand dollars. They hold all 
the branches of the service directly 
responsible to tham. The colporteurs 
who are among the people make duylicate 
quarterly reports, of which one is sent to 
their superintendent, and the other directly 
to the committee at New York. Those sent 
to the superintendents are embodied in their 
quarterly and annual reporte, and passing 
under revision with them at headquarters 
serve as a check both upcen the superinten- 
dents and the colporteurs, These again are 
embodied in the reports of the secretaries 
and officersin New York and pass under 
the eyes of the committee. All collecting 
agents report directly to the committee. 
Thus every agency is held to frequent and 
rigid account, passing under the review of 
the committee at their regular weekly and 
monthly meetings. : 

It is not surprising that under such 
management the growth of this society 
has been steady and great. The need was 
great, and the adaptation of suitable 
means to the end has been adequate. The 
best writings of the christian heroes of 
other days have been made available to the 
christian workers of our day and country. 

Nearly six thousand (5,685) distinct 
publications, of which 1,169 are volumes, 
have been published, and more than 
500,000,000 copies have been issued and 
put into circulation. 5,000 colporteurs 
have been: employed, making nearly 12,- 
000,000 family visite and addressing nearly 
400,000 public assemblies, going from 
house to house through all theland, preach- 
ing Jesus personally to the people at their 
homes, distributing Bibles, books and 
tracts, holding meetings, conduciing 
revivals, organizing Sunday schools, in a 
word, conducting a great protracted meet- 
ing with 150 steady workers without inter- 
mission for thirty-four years, in which 
tens of thousands have béen converted, and 
the land sown,with religious truth. The 
cost of this grand colporteur work has 
been less than one-half of one dollar for 
each of the members of the church of 
Christ of this day, or less than two cents 
per head per annum. ‘ 

Surely for such work as this and at such 
a trifling cost, every member and friend of 
the society may well rejoice and praisé 
the Lord. 

The facilities are now in hand for the 
issue of 100,000 publications daify, in the 
Tract House, and for the employment of 
1,000 colporteurs. Communications are 
established with christian workers around 
the world, and facilities are at command 
for the proclamation of the gospel by the 
printed page in 148 languages and dialacts. 
No people ever had such a power in their 
hands as the christians of America have 


_in this American Tract Society. How 


grand it would be for this country and for 
the world if they would use it to the full 
extent of the need and the capacity. 
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DEAR SIR:— 

The Executive Comittee of the American and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society have ‘tinted on establishing a Weekly Anti- 
Slavery Newspaper in the City of Washington in January next. After diligent inquiry and extensive correspondence, they are 
persuaded that the plan is feasible. Several Members of Congress and inhabitants of Washington, enter into the project with spirit 
and hope. [nfluential and judicious friends of the cause, in different parts of the country, highly approve the measure, and promise to 
aid in its accomplishment. 

A Committee at Chicago, IIl., issued a notice, some weeks since, recommending the establishment of a paper at Washington, 
appointing Agents, &c. This announcement has been extensively published. The Executive Committee regret this publication, 
which was made without a correspondence with them, as being premature, presenting but a part of the plan devised here, and having 
a tendency to dwarf people’s ideas down to small subscriptions, and arouse the opposition of foes. But the Committee at Chicago are 
warm friends of the cause, were actuated by the best of motives, and will act, we doubt not, with the Executive Cof&mittee, in the 
greater plan contemplated. 

In connection with the plan of establishing a paper, which is the primary diet the Executive Committee propose to have the 
Anti-Slavery Literature revised—to issue a series of ably-written Books and Tracts—to be stereotyped, and extensively sold at 
moderate prices—to have an Agent of talents and business qualifications in each of the Free States, and.in some of the Slave States, to 
lecture, promote the circulation of the publications, and aid the Anti-Slavery cause with the Abolitionists in the State where he shall 
reside, as efficiently as possible. 

For the accomplishment of this three-fold plan—one that recommends itself to every true friend of liberty in the country—it is 
believed that the sum of Twenty THousanp Do.uars a YEAR, FOR THREE Years, will not be too largeasum. The establishment 
of the paper will require a large sum, as it must be established in such a way as to ensure permanency; the expense of editors, 
reporters, oe extras, &c. hee: will be considerable; and all the = will be much greater at Washington than in any 
other place... 

The support of a competent Agent in each State, who will labor there without subjecting the friends of the cause in the State 
where he resides to the expense of his salary, will require a large sum. The utility of such an agency must be manifest to all. 

The preparation of the Books and Tracts will require a considerable outlay of money. This instrumentality is greatly needed, 
and will be hailed with much satisfaction. 

Should the sum contributed be sufficient to carry out the. whole plan, on the scale contemplated, the results ‘would be vast 
indeed, and the Executive Committee intend to carry it out, (making the paper the first object,) as extensively as the sums contributed 
will enable them. 

The Committee at Chicago have been 1equested to employ Agents to canvass the Western States, and the Executive Committee 
have engaged the services of the Rev, J. N. Hobart, for Pennsylvania, Prof. T. B. Hudson for Ohio, and C. L.. Knapp, Esq., for 
Vermont, to visit the principal friends of the cause in each of those States, to solicit their subscriptions for the general plan ; to appoint 

sub-agents ; and to adopt measures for procuring subscribers to the newspaper. Messrs. Hobart and Hudson have already made 
satisfactory reports, and are laboring efficiently to raise the sums apportioned to their respective States, 

The Executive Committee are desirous of procuring the services of able and efficient Agents for the other States, and will pay 
their travelling expenses and a reasonable compensation. In some of the largest States it will be necessary to employ more than 
one Agent. 

The whole sum could easily be raised, in a short time, if Abolitionists who are able would appreciate the plan, and subscribe 
according to their ability. For example—if 375 persons were to subscribe, according to the following scale, the work could be done 
up quickly. :

THE wisdom of organizing a Bureau of Freedmen’s Affairs seems generally conceded. The question is whether it 
shall be a Military Bureau in the War Office, or some civil organization. Will gentlemen interested in this important 
matter consider the following propositions ? 

1st. The War Department has POWER, in districts wrested from the insurrection, power for the protection, direction, 
control of the persons and interests of the Freedmen. A system of civil agencies has none, in the very nature of the case. 

2d. The War Department has INSTRUMENTALITIES, Viz: recognized laws, courts, officers, systems of supply—in 
all of which essential points, any other agency is entirely wanting. 

3d. The War Department alone can root out utterly the old codes and statutes of injustice against the black, 
which are likely to revive, and compel such codes of practice at least as will assure him justice, and the protection of 
his rights. Such civil processes as now exist are the remnants of the slave code, and cannot be trusted. 

4th. When reconstruction is thorough and complete, on a loyal and free basis, and the black man is assured his 
rights as free, then we want no further special oversight for him. Just then the War Department will naturally with- 
draw its power, leaving the freedman a free man, with no invidious distinction between him and the white. Just then, 
when it has ceased to be needed, the efficiency of the civil agency would begin. All that is needed is to provide for 
such supervision as he requires during the war. More thap that would be a curse. 

5th. The War Department is separated from trade, speculation, property and plantation interests, and disloyal 
traffic—the chief instruments of corruption—by most stringent Jaws and most severe penalties, every sentiment of patriot- 
ism, and every instinct of military honor, and by the full recognition of the military disgraces and disasters these interests 
have brought upon us; while these matters are legitimately in the hands—nuay, are even a chief concern of either of the 
civil agencies proposed. 

6th. To legislate Freedmen’s affairs into the War Department, is to do all legislation can to place the nation’s 
Freedman where his interest, separated from every other, can be represented. To legislate him into other hands, for 
the reason that plantations are there /—which is the reason urged—is simply to legislate the plantation into supremacy over 
the race, which is crime. 

7th. Defendants of the pi oposition of civil supervision of their affairs argue that two controls of the two interests 
—plantations and men—will render conflict probable. This apprehension must arise from the conviction that the inter- 
ests of the plantation and those of the man may be opposite, as they plainly may be. This apprehension then is peremp- 
tory reason for placing the interests of the Freedman in hands entirely clear of the property concern, and not reason for 
avoiding conflict, by legislating the man underneath the plantation. 

8th. Civil agents having a nominal control in these affairs, yet powerless, compelled for efficiency, to appeal at 
every step to independent military authorities, will assure fatal and continual collisions, bitterness, and failure. 

9th. In so far as plantations have influenced the policy pursued toward the black hitherto, that influence has 
been disaster to him, and disgrace to the nation. The plantation scheme, however, is even now being resumed, by the 
civil agents who control] affairs under the unfortunate legislation of last session, legislation which, by an obscure clause 
in a bill regulating trade and abandoned property, settled into the hands of trade and property agents control of the des- 
tinies of the nation’s Freedmen ! 

10th. These civil agents are even now making common cause with every corrupt, speculative, disloyal inftuence 
ugainst incorruptible commanders, and every purely military measure in most important sections of our military opera- 
tions. By every one of these influences the civil control of Freedmen is pressed, as even a prime point, in their contest 
with the military authority. 

1ith. The War Department has, without legislative sanction, on its own responsibility, organized and done all 
that has been dine in the way of governmentul care and control of the affairs of these people. Large classes of officers, 
against obloquy and opposition, have undertaken and suffered for them. Asa whole, the army and its officers were the 
first to recognize und applaud the right and policy of emancipation. Cruel exceptions have indeed existed. Military 
officers, under the pressure of military cuties, have not always been able to give attention to the organization of measures 
for the relief and employment of the blacks. Yet the most numerous, notable, and worthy examples of effort on their 
behalf are found among military men. There is no shadow of foundation for the supposition that military officers, ap- 
pointed and commissioned in a military Bureau for fitness, and held responsible to its head for the discharge of their 
duties, will be cither heartless, cruel or incompetent, while they will have power for the exercise of their functions. 
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African Civilization Society. 


PREAMBLE. 


It has pleased Almighty God to permit the interior 
of Africa to be made known to us during the last few 
years, by the efforts of missionaries and explorers, to 
an extent hitherto deemed almost impossible. The - 
facts which have become public concerning its climate, 

_---.90il,.productions, minerals,.and vast. capabilities for im-.. 
provement, are such, that we can no longer mistake 
-the intention of the Divine Mind toward Africa, 

It is evident that the prophecy that ‘ Ethiopia shall - 
soon stretch out her hands unto God,” is on the point 
of fulfillment, and that the work, when commenced, 
shall be “soon” accomplished, when compared with 
the apparently slow progress of the Gospel in the other 
grand divisions of the globe. In order, therefore, to 
aid in this great work, and promote the evangelization 
and civilization of Africa, as well as the welfare of her 
children in all lands, we have formed ourselves into an 
Association, to be known as the African Civilization 
Society, and we severally agree to be governed by the 
following 


CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called the ‘African Civilization 
Society,” and shall act in harmony with all other soci- 
eties, whose objects are similar to those of this Associ- 
ation. 
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ARTICLE IL. 


4 The objects of this Society shall be the evangeliza- 
_*tion and civilization of Africa, and of the descendants 
-» “~+*of African ancestors in any portion of the earth, wher- 
-“ever dispersed, Also, the destruction of the African 
# slave-trade, by the introduction of lawful commerce 
, and trade into Africa; the promotion of the growth of 
° /,, cotton and other products there, whereby the natives 


may become industrious producers as well as consu- 
mers of articles of commerce; and generally, the ele- 


; vation of the condition of the colored population of our 


own country, and of other lands. 
ARTICLE III. 

Should it be deemed requisite to send out mission- 
aries, or other religious teachers, under the auspices of 
this Society, none shall be sent who shall teach doc- 
trines which shall justify or aid in perpetuating any 
system of human slavery or involuntary servitude ; 
and in the examination of candidates for the missionary 
work, only those doctrines known as evangelic, with- 
out regard to sect, shall be required from those chosen 
to that work. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The donation or subscription of not less than one 
dollar annually, shall constitute any individual of good 
moral character a member of this Society; and the pay- 
ment at one time of twenty-five dollars, shall make 
any person a life-member. 


ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
Presidents, a Board, of Twenty Directors, a Recording 
Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, and a Treasurer, 
who shall hold office for one year, and until their suc- 
cessors are regularly chosen. 

ARTICLE VI. 


The members of this Society may be distinguished 
as either active, corresponding, or honorary members, 
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Presidents shall discharge his duties. The Recording + 
Secretary shall keep a regular and distinct account of |. 
the transactions of the Society. The Corresponding: ~~ 
Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of the So- — ;° 
ciety, and also act as its General Agent, under the di-> \ ~ 
rection, and with the consent of the Board of Direc- ~~ ~~ 
tors. & 

The Treasurer shall keep the accounts and have 
charge of the funds of the Society, holding them sub- 
ject to the control of the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE VIII. | 

The President, Vice-Presidents, Secretaries, and 
Treasurer shall be ex-officio member and officers of the 
Board of Directors. 

The Board of Directors shall manage and regulate 
the affairs of the Society, and shall have power to make 
By-Laws for its own government, so as to fully con. 
trol the business and funds of the Society. 

Five members of the Board of Directors, when reg- 
ularly convened, shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The Board of Directors shall have power to form y 
special committees from among their own number, and 
to fill any vacancy occurring among the officers, for 
any time intervening before the regular election. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Society shall hold an annual meeting during the 
month of May, on any day the Board of Directors may 
designate, to elect officers, receive reports, and trans- 
act its official business, not otherwise delega#ed to the 
Board of Directors. 

Special meetings may be held at other times, as the 
Board of Directors may designate. 
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ARTICLE XL 


The Annual Meeting shall consist of the regular offi- 
cers and members of the Society at the time of such 
. Meeting, and of delegates from other co-operating So- 
:4,@leties, each Society being entitled to one representa- 


. t ARTICLE XII. 
~The Committee on Missions shall be composed of 
persons who profess ¢ a saving faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

ARTICLE XIII. 


This Constitution shall be altered only at an annual 
meeting of the Society, by vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, upon a proposal to that effect trans- 
mitted to the Corresponding Secretary, and published 
in the City of New York at least two months prior to 
the annual meeting.

During a recent voyagefrom Jamaica to New York in the “Empire City Steamer,” there were brought together 
aS passengers in that vessel, many persons from the West Indies—from England—from America, and from other 
parts, all of whom felt bound to testify to the importance of the communication which this line of Steam Ships afforded . 
and it was decided that a knowledge of it, circulated generally, would be, in numberless ways, advantageous. } 


The object of this statement then is to draw attention to the consideration how and in what manner the advantages 
arising from this improved mode of communication may be most speedily and practically made available to the general 
community, and to suggest whether there may not be many resources for business, in addition to those already known 
which the: now speedy, safe, and certain means of transit by these vessels could develop. The Island of Jamaica and the 
United States have thus greatly increased in importance to each other within the last few weeks. The voyage which has 
hitherto been performed in an inferior class of trading vessels, and averaged from 15 to 20 days, is now accomplished 
with great certainty and regularity in these first class magnificent steamers, (the “ Empire City” and “ Crescent City,” ) 
in 6 days. 

The trade of Jamaica is of considerable value to the United States, and may be greatly increased. But there are 
other considerations in reference to the two countries, that are now eminently worthy of notice. 

In the United States there is, asin all northern countries, a large and important class of individuals to whom a mild 
climate during winter is of the last importance.. The English usually resort to the Island of Madeira as the nearest 
refuge available to them for that object. To the Americans who need it, the Island of Jamaica will most readily afford 


a Similar benefit, with the advantage of easier access, and .an English instead of a Portuguese community to reside 


amongst. Identity of language, literature and religion is no small recommendation of a country, especially to invalids. 
In these respects Jamaica will also have the preference to Cuba, in which the public worship of God is not permitted, 
unless according to the rites and ceremonies of the Roman Catholic Church. 

No country in the Western World surpasses Jamaica in grandeur and beauty. The climate is pleasant and health- 
ful. There is on the Island all the conveniences and institutions which are found in well-ordered communities, such as 
churches of various denominations, accomplished medical men, and a good general society, exceedingly ae to cul- 
tivate commercial and friendly relations with. the p« “gy of “ the States.” 

Through Jamaica is now the readiest highway from America to these important countries bordering on the Pacific, 
which are rapidly bedbming objects of interest to the whole commercial civilized world.

Teachers will be expected not only to teach regularly in the school- 
room, but to exert everywhere, the highest Christian influence within 
their power. They are to remember continually that they are looked up 
to as models of Christian living, as well as model teachers. It is of vital 
importance that they should not feel that their duties are merely profes- 
sional, to end with the class-room. They are sent in the name of their 
Divine Master to the perishing and sinful, and should never forget their 
sacred mission. 


They will be expected to give their strength and influence on the 
Sabbath, as far as they are able, to the church or missionary work, as 
they do on week days to the school work. They will see the necessity of 
making our churches and the Sunday schools connected with them, models 
for the people to imitate. In this regard, they are expected to consult 
the interests of the great cause, rather than their own feelings, or even 
preferences. 


It is of the utmost importance that the interest of the churches at 
home, in our work, be kept fresh, and if possible increased, and as 
nothing secures this better than direct communications from the field, 
it is expected that teachers will gladly consent to write to churches or 
Sabbath schools whenever requested to do so by the Secretaries. 

The Association also hopes that all its laborers will, when at home 
on vacation, or at their posts of labor, from their own love of the cause, 
gladly and faithfully use all natural and legitimate means and opportuni- 
ties of increasing the income and usefulness of the Association. 

This circular is put into the hands of all who are laboring in, or 
desire to enter, the service of the Association. The suggestions seem to 
us eminently reasonable, and calculated to promote the interests of all 
concerned. 

We hope they will be carefully pondered by all who bear, or who 
seek to bear, the commission of the Association, that they may fully 
comprehend the work to be done, and the duties expected of them. 
Certainly none should venture to assume these duties, who have not 
given all to Christ, and who are not willing to sacrifice for His sake. A 
work, finding its highest motive in the love of Christ, ought not to ask 
for laborers on any lower grounds. '

The National Council, recently in session at Boston, had for its main object the development of 
measures and resources for the evangelization of the West and the South. 


It was this idea that became the essence of its deliberations, and that culminated in the grand and 
solemn Resolve, with prayers and praises and mutual covenant, to raise for this purpose the present year, 
Three-Quarters of a Million of Dollars. 

Of this sum the Council, finding that the American Home Missionary Society, as our great evange- 
lizing agency, needed only to be re-empowered, assigned to it Three Hundred Thousand Dollars, which 
would be twice its usual receipts from church collections, and recommended that its officers use all suitable 
efforts to raise that amount. 

Before leaving Boston, two of the Secretaries and twelve of the Agents of the Society, with grateful 
acceptance of this devising, met in consultation as to ways and means. Considering it unwise to turn 
aside the Actuaries from their specific missionary work to that of collecting, and preferring to co-operate 
with the Churches in their plans of benevolence, and thus to widen and deepen the channels already cut, 
they determined to seek in the ordinary way a contribution from every Congregation in the Fellowship, and 
to ask each one TO DOUBLE THE GIFTS OF THE PREVIOUS YEAR. | 

To this end it was agreed that a Circular should be issued, stating this simple plan, and appealing 
for a suitable response. 

It was thought especially desirable that the West should “begin not only to do but to be forward ” 
in giving to this cause, as a thank-offering for all it had reccived, and as an encouragement to our friends 
at the East to give still more liberally. Such a token was the offer to the Council by a western man of 
$10,000 for this great scheme. But an evidence more gratifying still than even’several such gifts, will 
be a generous offering from every Church at the West. . 

The call for the christianizing of the South is none other than that voice of God which aroused us to 
the defense of our national life in blood and anguish, and now commands us to occupy the subdued terri- 
tory with the institutions of the Gospel. The South, with its religion an apostacy, its church organizations 
a wreck, its society a chaos, must be reconstructed upon a Christian basis. 

That system of Puritanism, which has done so much for the East and the West, which is free from 
the contaminations of oppression and of disloyalty, it is our duty to extend into that devastated region. 
Love of our country, love of our kind, and love of our Redeemer, all combine as motives to this under- 
taking. 

Already the good seed is taking root in Southern soil. In Missouri there are nine Puritan churches; 
in Tennessee, one ; in Maryland, one; in Delaware, one; in Kentucky, two; while not a few other such 
enterprises are coming into organic life. 

At the West not only do the older portions of the field still demand much of succor, but the new 
States and Territories of our inter-continental empire are calling for immense appropriations. 


We appeal to you, therefore, dear brethren, in behalf of our country and of Christ’s kingdom in it, 


that, in the proper time and mode, you will positively secure a contribution for this cause, and that you 
will MAKE THE OFFERING DOUBLE THAT OF THE'LAST YEAR. 


Now: that the people are relieved from contributing to the Sanitary and Christian Commissions, for 
bounties and other such expenses of the war, and now that the spirit and the habit of giving have been 
thereby so much developed, surely it: is not unreasonable to expect that this double amount shall be 
furnished for the same general object—the welfare of our country. 


As was eminently fitting, the Council recommended that Friday, the 15th of September, should be 
observed as a day of fasting aad prayer in all our churches for the blessing of God upon its action, and 
especially upon its effort to raise the Fund for Home Evangelization. Will it not be your pleasure thus 
as a church to unite in this service of prayer for a gracious dispensation of the Spirit ? 


Gathered in that august assembly, which represented the piety, culture and energy of three thousand 
Puritan churches, standing upon Plymouth Rock, and over the graves of the Pilgrims, and looking back 
from that position of historic eminence upon the wondrous development of Puritanism in the civil and 
religious institutions of our nation, we felt an assured confidence in it as the moral power still needed to 
complete the subjugation of our whole country unto Christ ; we also felt there an inspiration to go forward 
in humble dependence upon divine aid to fulfill our share of that blessed mission; and we confidently 
believe that this will be the devout ambition of our entire Communion. 


A grander opportunity was nevér offered to any people to do a work for their country and for the 
world. Shall we meet it ? 


Will it be too much to request that these few words of statement be read at some one of your reli- 
gious services, and also that this great theme be frequently remembered in prayer at your seasons of 
domestic and of public worship ¢

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Wolof the war is ended. The work of peace begins. The work of destruction of the last four years, terrible but 
ry, must be followed by.an era of construction even more sublime. In the regions which war has desolated a free 
Christian State must be reared. 

The work of re-construction is partly political; and this will require the highest wisdom of our statesmen. It is 
partly religious; and for this every Christian denomination is preparing. But there is also a great intermediate work of 
patriotism and philanthrophy, neither political nor denominational. ‘Thousands of homeless wanderers, destitute, utterly 
wretched, require temporary relief; thousands have been already provided by this Commission with permanent homes and 
employment; and many more still need assistance. 


Comprehensive and systematic measures are now required to re-establish industrial, social and educational systems in 
the States which have been the theatre of the war. Desolated homes must be rebuilt, farms must be stocked and supplied 
with seed and implements; emigration of a right character must be stimulated and guided; schools must be opened, and 
furnished with the necessary apparatus; free school systems must be organized and established; and the intelligence and 
patriotism of the whole people must be furthered by a well conducted press. 


These measures of social re-organization should be superintended mainly by persons of undoubted loyalty, of practical 
wisdom, and positive sympathy with freedom, who have long resided in the regions to be thus benefited, and who are familiar 
with the temper and habits of the people. But aid and co-operation from the citizens of the more prosperous States will be 
greatly needed and gladly welcomed. To afford that aid and co-operation the American Union Commission is organized. 


It consists of a Central Commission, having its office in New York City, with branches already organized in Boston, 
Baltimore, Chicago, Cincinnati, Nashville, Richmond and Charleston. In its origin it had the sanction of President Lincoln; 
it now enjoys the cordial approbation of President Johnson; it receives from the War Department transportation and other 
facilities so far as is consistent with the public service; and in providing for refugees, it is in hearty co-operation with the 
Bureau for Refugees and Freedmen, who are still, as heretofore, dependent on voluntary contributions, through benevolent 
societies, for needful assistance. Its object is defined with precision by the following fundamental article of its Constitution. 


‘The American Union Commission is constituted for the purpose of aiding and co-operating with the people of those portions of 
the United States which have been desolated and impoverished by the war, in the restoration of their civil and social condition, upon 
the basis of industry, education, freedom, and Christian morality.”’ 

In the prosecution of this general purpose, the Commission contemplates the following specific objects: 

1.—The relief of immediate want and suffering by the distribution of food, clothing and medicine. 


2.—The restoration and encouragement of domestic industry, by assisting the people to obtain seed, implements, and 
improved farming utensils, and other machinery. 

8.—The encouragement of a healthful emigration, by the publication of trustworthy information as to the character 
_and price of lands. 

4.—The introduction of accredited teachers to local agencies, assistance in the establishment of permanent systems of 
public education, and, when necessary, the temporary maintenance of schools by voluntary contributions. 

5.—The encouragement of a patriotic devotion to the Union and Liberty, by assisting to establish an intelligent and 
independent press. 

This work is one not of charity but of patriotism. We have but one country. In the welfare of every part of the 
United States all Americans possess an equal interest. The nation cannot enjoy prosperity while one half the land remains 
crippled, desolated. We appeal then to all Americans to unite in the work of restoring the civil and social institutions of 
the country. We ask the clergy who have so well instructed their people in the duty of patriotic self sacrifice, to instruct 
them in the no less imperative duty of patriotic beneficence. We urge the women of America to continue in behalf of their 
destitute countrymen, the labors which have so abundantly provided for the soldier. And inthe name of all lovers of their 
country, we proffer to the loyalists of the South, in their difficult task of restoration, our hearty sympathies and material aid.

(HELP THE FREEDMEN TO HELP THEMSELVES. ) 


The vuice of God and of nearly four millions of 
our brethren, emerging from bondage to freedom, 
eall loudly for aid in their transition state, which 
call is generously responded to by the Freedmen’s 
American and British Commission, officered by 
prominent colored men, the object of which, is to 
educate and promote the industry and general 
welfare and elevation of the Frecdmen. 

And whereas the colored people have freer accc:s 
to them, and moro truly sympathise with them 
than others can, however friendly, and whereas 
we can aid them through small or church organi- 
zations, without salaries, and cun thus extend the 
work through the South, by the aid of funds from 
our American and European friends, devoting all 
their generosities to aiding and elevating our poor 
brethren, we therefore, as a church and society, 
with our Pastor, or other suitable person as presi- 
dent, do resolve ourselves into a Charitable Soci- 
ety, auxilliary to the Commission, for the purpose 
of extending to our poor brethren, general aid in 
whatever tends to the promotion of industry and 
elevation, with the following constitution : 

Article 1.—This society shall be called the Freed- 
men’s Industrial Aid Society, auxillhary to the 
Freedmen’s American and British Commission. 

Art, 2.—All the members of the church and so- 
ciety may be members of this Society, laboring for 
the elevation of the colored people. 

Art. 3.—It shall be the duty of each and every 
member of the Society to visit our poor brethren 
and sisters, as they have opportunity, to ascertain 
their needs, and administer somewhat to the com- 
fort of the sick and needy, and in every possible 
way to stimulate the unemployed to obtain work 
in their present localities, or to remove to other 
localities where work may be had at living prices, 
and if need be their transportation will be paid by 
the Commission or otherwise, and when practic- 
able, the money may be refunded on earning it. 

Art, 4.—It shall be the duty of members, not 
only to stimulate to a removal from crowded 
cities, but to seek for them, as opportunity may 
offer, other places to which they may remove and 
find work. 

Art. 5.—And whereas, the character of a people 
depends largely, not only upon the moral and in- 
tellectual, but the iadustrial development of its 
women, a sewing circle shall be conducted by the 
ladies, which shall meet one afternoon of each week, 
to teach the girls, and women even, to sew and to 
cut and make garments, as a means of economy 
and thrift, receiving in connection, general prin- 
ciples of domestic economy. 

Art. 6.—The officers of the sewing circle shall 
be a President, Secretary and Treasurer, a Visit- 
ing Committee and a Board of Directors. 

Art. 7.—Each circle shall make its own arrange- 
ments as to the choice of officers, by-laws, &c. 

Art. 8.—And that it may be, in part, self-sus- 
taining, work may be furnished by the ladies and 
pupils, and funds may be raised by assessment or 
otherwise, which may be used in the charitable 
work of the society, and in clothing the needy. 


Art, 9.—A special effort shall be made by the 
Visiting Committee to gather in the poor women 
and girls, that they may be not only taught, but 
stimulated and encouraged to self-reliance, and to 
cultivation of mind and manners, and that the 
poor children may be suitably clad for school and 
Sunday school. 

Art, 10.—The Treasurer shall keep an account 
of all monies received and expended, which shall 
be reported monthly: by the Secretary, to the gen- 
eral agent, with the number of members and pu-

pils, the number of families and individuals aided, 
and to what amount, the number of situations and 
homes obtained, removals made, &c. 

Art, 11.—The same shall be reported monthly, 
by said agent, to the parent socicty. 

Ar‘, T2.—And the general agent shall furnish 
to the auxilliarics, such supplies of money and 
vouds as they may be enabled, from time to time, 
from the Commission or from collections that she 
may make. 

Art, 13.—The purpose of these societies North, 
shall be to instruct and aid their own poor, and tu 
collect money, clothing and material to aid the 
general agent in establishing and sustaining such 
societies among the Freedmen at the South.

In giving and accepting this Commission we mutually assume relations involving no inconsiderable obliga- 
tions to each other, to those who sustain us by their prayers and contributions, and to those for whose 
instruction and elevation you go forth. Confiding in your desire to meet these obligations we suggest, for 


your guidance, the following 
INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. Keep constantly in mind the missionary character of your work. In our prescribed qualifications we 
insisted on a missionary spirit, as of prime and essential importance. Your acceptance of our Commission we re- 
gard as your acquiescence in this requirement. You are no less a missionary than, if appointed by some Board of 
Foreign Missions, you went forth to labor among the heathen. Faithful in your ministries of benevolence to the 
physical wants of the Freedmen, and careful and painstaking in their instruction, your most earnest and prayeriul 
efforts, will, we trust, be put forth for their religious necessities. Let this be the key-note of your endeavors, 
and other things of great importance, (to be secured or avoided,) will naturally follow. 

2. Form and maintain a correct and vivid apprehension of your great work. Scarce any age or nation 
ever witnessed an event of greater significance and grandeur than the sudden emancipation of four millions of 
people; and no oneever went forth on a mission, before whom were presented vaster or more varied motives than 
are before those who go to prepare this people for their new position. You go not only as an educator, philan- 
thropist and missionary, but also as the representative of Northern patriotism. How inadequately must you 
discharge your trust if you have not in mind the underlying ideas, social, civil and religious, of that great con- 
flict, which culminated in the War, and which even now is far from reaching its final and satisfactory adjustment. 

3. Christian consistency of character and conduct must be carefully maintained. The true missionary 
spirit cannot be expected without it. And as no one can hope to bring another nearer to Christ than he is 
himself, as no teacher can hope to make full proof of what should be his main reliance—the great law of love— 
in the discipline of the school, unless true christian love reigns within, your first great duty is with your own re- 
ligious experience. Nor, without such preparations of the heart, will you be likely to bear, as patiently as you 
should, the discomforts of the rude mode of living you may be subjected to, the contempt and opposition of 
still hostile Southerners, and, perhaps harder té be borne, any infelicities of temper, word and conduct of some of 
your associates. And yet a patient spirit should be sedulously labored for. You should aim to teach by exam- 


ers as 8 may be within convenient reach. ‘Where. two or three can be gatliered together let it not be 
4, A faithful use a your time tia talented is intiapedensie Sou ability and opportunity are the only 
limits of your obligation. Punctual in the school-room, you should remain its full allotted hours, and employ 
with fidelity your best skill in teaching. On the Sabbath, you should, if possible, find, or make, a place where 
you can act as a Sunday School teacher ; and every day, in your personal intercourse and visits among tke 
people, you should exhibit the excellence and earnestness of 2 christian life. Lack of fidelity here will convict 
us of mistake in giving you a Commission, and make us, if not anxious to revoke, at least unwilling to renew it. 
5. Aim at exellence in the work of teaching. It is an art, with its general principles and special rules ; 
the result of long and patient investigations and discussions, of leading minds of both hemispheres, of former 
centuries and the present. These results should aid you, as you occupy the providential, and probably brief, 
opportunities cf instructing the Freedmen ; all the more because you will be obliged to labor without the usual 
aids and appliances you have been accustomed to at home. There should be no waste of time or power by ran- 
dom efforts and ill-considered plans. 
6. Have a due regard for your health. It is a religious as well as a.personal duty, a duty you owe to us 
as well as yourselves. You go out at no small cost. You occupy the ground another would. You owe to thee. 
se rvices "all Tender; and Tot tir rchanrdintermittent-efforts of a discased und enfecbled ~~ 
body. von cannot then, ey madne exposure, nitnee or exertion, violate the laws of health, which a wise 
precaution would point out, without breaking faith—a virtual breach of coutract. You will be exposed to pe- 
culiar dangers to health, and peculiar care and caution will be needed. We confidently expect that you will 


not fail us here. 
7. Co-operation and subordination are necessary to success. That, in your proposed field of labor, there 


is special need of harmonious action, thought, and feeling, hardly needs assertion. That differences of senti- 
ment and feeling, divided purposes and plans, are not only unseemly, but invite defeat, and are fatal to success, 
is too plain for argument. We do not ask you to sacrifice your conscientious convictions ; but we do ask you 
earnestly to “ seek the things that make for peace, forbearing one another in love,” and giving no place to feel- 
ings of prejudice and caste. Partialities and prejudices should melt away beneath the fervors of a loving heart; 
nor should there be other emulation than that the apostle commends, “to provoke one another to luve and 
good works.” In accepting the trust of almoners of the bounty of the christian and benevolent pubiic, we are 
justly held responsible for its wise disbursement. This responsibility involves the necessity and duty of control, 
which we shall exercise: 1 By requiring statistical reports each month, according to blanks we furnish. On 
fidelity, in this matter, depends the receipt of salary, or the continuance of Commission. We shall also great- 
ly desire, from teachers, written ee concerning their work ; while we invite such inquiries and sugges- 
tions as they may wish to make: 2. By placing the teachers and schools under the charge of Superintend- 
ents, whom we shall hold aac coattatbe: their proper management. While they will be expected t» furnish 
all proper facilities, that may be reasonably required, the teachers must look to them for direction, and be 
guided by their requirements: 3. By retaiuing in our hands the rizht tov revoke a Commission whenever, for 


just cause, it shall seem to us, that the interests of the work require it. f

cation, the Board of Managers will make grants of 
books, to Auxiliary Societies, and to other responsible 
parties, for sale and gratuitous distribution. 

Auxiliaries are expected to supply their own fields 
from their own resources; but, when unable to do so, 
they may apply to us for aid. 

For all general or national work, which does not prop- 
erly belong to the local Bible societies, or which may 
be beyond their ability to do, such as the supply of 
soldiers, military asylums, benevolent institutions sup- 
ported by private benefactions, and localities where there 
are no Bible Societies, the Managers will make ample 
provision, &pon proper representations from those having 
such work in charge. 

Public institutions of charity, supported by local or 
State governments, and public libraries, colleges, semi- 
naries, and secular schools, are not properly within our 
range of charitable objects. 

Hotels and steamboais when not supplied by Auxiliaries, 
will be furnished with Bibles by this Society, ordinarily 
at half the cost price. 


II. The descriptions of books granted. The Board of 
Managers donate chiefly their cheaper publications, keep-

of persons to be supplied. Fine and costly books, éf Y 
which we manufacture only a very small*proportion, ‘ 
cannot be given away consistently with the benevolent 
ends of the Society. 

Pulpit or desk Bibles may be donated to mission 
churches, mission Sabbath schools, and other institu- 
tions which observe regular religious worship in their 
exercises, 

The Scriptures in raised letters are given to the indi- 
gent blind upon condition that, when the recipients have 
no more need of them, the volumes shall be returned to 
the Society, or placed at its disposal. Each application 
should mention, distinctly, the name and residence of 
the applicant, give assurance of ability to read and ina- 
bility to purchase, and, if possible, should be accompa- 
nied with the endorsement ot a clergyman or some other 
known friend of the Society. 

The New Testament, for the blind, is all that is usu- 
ally given at first. The Old Testament may be subse- 
quently added, on the assurance that proper use has 
been made of the former donation. 


Ill. How to obtain grants. Ordinarily, for local work, 
requests for donations of books must be presented first 
to the Awuziliary Societies within whose fields the books 
are to be distributed, and whose duty it is to furnish 
them, if possible. When an Auxiliary is unable to do 
this, application should be made to this Society, with 
the endorsement of a responsible officer of the Auxili- 
ary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general 
work from other parties, should each have the endorse- 


ment of our Agent in the district to which the appii- 
cant belongs. ag 

All requests for donations of books must be addressed. 
to the Corresponding Secretaries of the American Bible 
Society, Bible House, Astor Piace, New York. They 
should reach the offices before the Tuesday preceding 
the jirst Thursday of the month. Attention to this sug- 
gestion will often prevent long delays in supplying 
books. 
Every application should state, fully and explicitly; 

the reasons for making it, the number and character of 
the population to be supplied, the extent of the desti- 
tution, the efforts made by the applicants to help them- 
selves, whether any books are purchased, or contribu- 
tions are made to our treasury, and in a word, all that 
may be essential to assure the Committee of the pro- 
priety of making the proposed grant. 

The necessary number and the proper kinds of books 
desired, must be definitely stated, with full directions 
Jor forwarding. This list, with the directions, should 
be on a separate sheet from the general statement. 

No more books should be applied for, in any case, 
than are really needed. It is better to ask for fresh 
supplies when required, than to incur the risk of accu- 
mulating books unnecessarily, thus exposing them to 
waste, and so far limiting out power to supply other 
needy communities. 


IV. What to do with grants. When books are received, 
they should be acknowledged without delay, in advices 
to the Corresponding Secretaries. After their distrib 
tion, a full statement of the work done should be for- 


warded, with any statistics or incidents which illustrate 
it. 

. Our books should be circulated promptly and gen- 
erously, but with care and discrimination. Let them be 
sold, wherever it is possible, and even for a part of the 
price if the whole cannot be obtained. The Sacred 
Volume is likely to be valued more where it has Cost 
_its possessor something. But books should be donated 
where it is found to be proper. All waste, or misuse of 
the word of God must be avoided, and its distribution 
should be a work of faith and labout of love, for the ° 
salvation of souls and the glory of God. 

Out of the proceeds of sales, freight and other neces- 
sary expenses may be paid, and the balance should be 
remitted promptly to the Assistant Treasurer, at the 
Bible House. 

The principle of selling our books at cost, according 
to. the price-list, should be carefully observed.~ The be- 
nevolent character of the Society cannot be sacrificed 
to the mercantile practice of selling ‘for profit. | 

Books left on hand, and that are not needed for ‘djs- 
tribution, should be held subject .to orders from’ "the 
Bible House, and prompt notice of all such Cases should 
be given us directly, or through our.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


American Freedwen’'s Aid Commission. 


Article 1. This organization shall be known as ‘The American Freedmen’s Aid 
Commission.” 

Article 2. Its object shall be to promote the education and elevation of the _ 
Freedmen, and to co-operate to this end with the Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, 
and Abandoned Lands. | 

Article 3. The Commission shall consist of gentlemen hereinafter named, their 
associates and successors; and shall have power to appoint and remove at discre- 
tion its own Officers kan elect Associates at discretion; shall audit the accounts 
of its Officers ;) make necessary-Regulations; and-be responsible for the ¢fitciency 
and fidelity of its Agentss+shall not permit its number to diminish, but shall 
fill its own vacancies from two or more persons named by the Department in 
which the vacancy may occur. 

Article 4. The Commission shall comprise an Eastern and a Western Depart- 
ment; the Presidents and Corresponding Secretaries of which shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Commission. Each Department shall be independent of the other 
so far as the collection of money and goods, and the selection, supervision, and 
payment of Teachers and Agents may be concerned. These Departments shall be 
organized, in the East, under the auspices of the American Freedmen’s Aid 
Union ; and in the West, under the auspices of the united Western and North- 
western Freedmen’s Aid Commissions. _ 

Article 5. The Officers of the Commission shall be a President, one or more Vice 
Presidents, a General Secretary, and an Associate Secretary, (one of whom shall 


reside in Washington,) and a Treasurer.

Article 6. The Board of Managers shall consist of the Officers of the Commis- 
sion, and the Corresponding Secretaries of the Departments, together with five dele- 
gates from each Department; and it shall finally decide, subject to the revision 
of the Commission, all questions relating to the general policy and action of the 
Commission. 

Article 7. Teachers and Agents shall be accredited in the name of ‘the AMERI- 
CAN FREEDMEN’s AID Commission; their credentials being attested by the Presi- 
dent and one of the Secretaries, and countersigned by the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Department from which they issue. 

Article 8. Each Department shall account to the General Treasurer for all 
moneys received and expended, and for all goods received and distributed. 

Article 9. Contributions from Europe, the Pacific Coast, and other common 
sources, shall go into the General Treasury, unless otherwise directed by the 
contributors. Funds in the General Treasury shall be distributed by the Board 
of Managers to the Departments, or otherwise applied for the purposes of the 
Commission. The General Treasurer shall make to the Commission an Annual 
Exhibit of all receipts and disbursements. 

Article 10. The General Secretary shall make an Annual Report to the Com- 
mission; which, with the Annual Exhibit of the General Treasurer, shall be 
published, under the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Article 11. The persons next hereinafter named, their associates and successors, 
shall constitute the Coinmission.

Che American Lreedmen’'s Aid Commission. 


ITS ORIGIN. 


Very early in the war, public attention was directed to the condition of 
slaves escaping into our military lines beyond the control of their former 
masters. The attitude of these masters toward the Government of the United 
States, when contrasted with the uniformly opposite attitude of the incoming 
bondmen, suggested to not a few minds some practical measures looking toward 
the welcome of those who, although owing the Government for individual 
benefits undoubtedly less than any other class in the Republic, manifested from 
the instant the standard of rebellion was raised the most perfect loyalty the 
world has seen. 

The most, however, were too far distraught with the surprises and perplexities 
of the hour, or too full of long cherished prejudices, to give these refugees 
much thought; and have so continued: to the present time. 

There were not lacking those, however, in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, and elsewhere, who, inheriting the Good Samaritan’s 
temper, went after the needy with kindly care. Organizations grew up at all 
these centers, and found generous constituencies in adjacent territory. The 
movement gradually capitalized itself ina natural manner, and on the 24th of 
August, 1865, the American Freedmen’s Aid Commission was organized in 
the city of New York by the formal or informal representatives of seven logal 
societies, to wit: 

The New England Freedmen’s Ag® Society. 

The New York National Freedman’s Relief Association. 
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The Pennsylvania Freedmen’s Relief Association. 

The Baltimore Association for the Moral and Educational Improvement of 
the Colored People. 

The Freedmen’s Aid Association of Western Pennsylvania and Adjacent 
Parts of Ohio and Western Virginia. 

The Western Freedmen’s Aid Commission. 

The Northwestern Freedmen’s Aid Commission. 


At an adjourned meeting, held upon the 19th of September, the formal 
adhesion of the societies not formally represented at the first meeting was 
certified, and the organization thereby completed. 

On the 28th of September, the first meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held in New York, at which the necessary steps were taken for the initiation of 
efficient executive action, and a clause inserted’ in the Constitution providing 
that the first meeting of the Commission should be held in the city of Phila- 
delphia on the 11th of October, and subsequent meetings as the Commission 


itself should then determine. 


FIRST SESSION OF THE COMMISSION. 


The Commission convened, accordingly, at the rooms of the Pennsylvania 
Freedmen’s Relief Association, 424 Walnut street, at ten o’clock in the fore- 


noon, the President in the chair. 
A committee, consisting of Mr. Garrison, Dr. Walden, and the President, 


was appointed to prepare and publish an address to the public, which will 


shortly appear. 

Several select committees were raised, to whom sundry topics were referred 
for consideration and report. 

The subsequent action of the Commission is embodied in the several series 


of resolutions that follow: 


PURPOSE AND POLICY. 


Whereas, Through the rightful exercise of the war power for our national 
safety, the entire abolition of slavery in the so-called Southern Confederacy 
was decreed by the American Government; and 

Whereas, An extensive enlistment of the able-bodied freedmen of the South 
in the army of the United States was stimulated and secured by the Govern- 
ment for the speedy suppression of the rebellion, and without whose augment- 
ing numbers and heroic services the termble conflict might have been indefi- 


nitely prolonged ; and 
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ing this class, not primarily for their benefit, but for its own preservation, has 
placed them in a position of great peril, in consequence of the bitterness and 
anger naturally engendered toward them in the breasts of their late owners in 
special, and of the Southern white population in general, and therefore has 
incurred obligations and assumed duties in regard to their rights as a people 
which it cannot disregard or evade without heinous criminality : Therefore, 

Fesolved, That, in the judgment of the Commission, in the work of recon- 
structing and admitting to the Union the late rebellious States, it is the solemn 
duty of the Government, rising above all party and sectional considerations, 
and honorably discharging its obligations to those by whose valor it has been 
upheld, to impose such conditions as shall make the institutions of the country 
homogeneous, and thus to give free course to the cause of education and re- 
ligion, as well as to place the American Union upon an enduring basis. 

fesolved, That this Commission deems the crisis too momentous to suppress 
the expression of its fears—fears based upon sufficient data—that unless such 
guarantees are secured, and such safeguards erected, no protection or counten- 
ance will be given, at the South, to the instruction of its freed population, and 
thus the beneficent movement now making in their behalf will be paralyzed 
by statutory enactments or popular violence, and they left to perish in their 
ignorance. 

Resolved, That this Commission is organized to prosecute with unremitting 
zeal and vigor the education of the freedmen of the South, and that those who 
support it and unite with its efforts, feel, since by the will of the American 
Government, a people has been emancipated, they are bound by every consid- 
eration of honor and justice to see that they are furnished the means with 
which to secure, maintain, and enjoy the rights belonging to their new condi- 
tion. 

Resolved, That while we rely on the representatives of the loyal people of the 
United States to take such measures as will secure the rights of freedom to the 
freedmen of the South, nevertheless, come what will, the determination of the 
Commission is to prosecute its labor under all circumstances, and to press for- 
ward the good work, relying on the Providence which has brought us through 
this unprecedented contest, and upon the integrity and benevolence of the peo- 
ple who have prosecuted that contest to the end. 

Resolved, That notwithstanding the spirit of some of our fellow-citizens of 
the Southern States, who, since the authority of the Government has been 
withdrawn, have forbidden our teachers to perform their duties among the 
freedmen of their localities, we hope that they in time will discover they are

warring against their best interests; and that educated labor is better than 
ignorant toil; and that he best secures his own rights who most liberally con- 
sents to the exercise of those of his neighbor. 


THE FREEDMEN’S BUREAU. 


Resolved, That we call upon Congress to maintain and support the Freedmen’s 
Bureau, because we consider the freedmen of the South as the wards of the 
country until their civil rights as citizens are permanently established by the 
laws of the several States. 

Resolved, That this Commission desires to express the pleasure it has in the 
appointment of Major General O. O. Howard, as the Head of the Bureau of 
Refugees, Freedmen, and Abandoned Lands; its implicit confidence in his 
fitness for the position, and its earnest hope that he will have such support from 
the Government and people as may be necessary to give the fullest effect to his 


labors. 
THOROUGH AND UNIFORM ORGANIZATION. 


Whereas, The magnitude of the work contemplated by this Commission is of 
such colossal proportions as to demand the widest and most efficient co-operation : 
Therefore, | 

Resolved, That it is the conviction of this Commission, that the immediate 
formation of State Freedmen’s Aid Commissions throughout the country, North 
and South, with local auxiliary associations, and in harmonious co-operation 
with this body, is a highly desirable and important measure ; and it therefore 
urges the consideration thereof upon the attention of the friends of the freed- 
men in the several States of the Union. 

Resolved, That in order to secure to the great work of benevolence and jus- 
tice now demanded in behalf of the freedmen, the strength of harmonious action 
and all other advantages of a national organization, it is very desirable that all 
local Freedmen’s Aid Societies become auxiliary to either the Eastern or West- 
ern Department of the American Freedmen’s Aid Commission, according to 
their location. 

Resolved, That to give unity to the work in behalf of the Freedmen, and to 
secure other objects for which this Commission was organized, we recommend 
to the societies which are constituents of the departments, to adopt the title of 
State or local Freedmen’s Aid Commissions. | 


TO THE CHURCHES. 


Fesolved, That inasmuch as the successful operation of the Governmental 
Bureau of Freedmen at Washington and of the American Freedmen’s Aid 
Commission in protecting this class of citizens in their civil rights and securing 
their education and Christian advancement must depend in a large measure 
upon the cordial and earnest co-operation of all denominations of American 
Christians: Therefore, 

Resolved, That we respectfully invoke the effective aid and sympathy of all 
Christians in the holy work of lifting up the freedmen of the South from their 
present ignorance and degradation, and fitting them for the new rights and 
duties that will hereafter devolve upon their race in the moral, social, and 
political economy of. this Republic. 

Resolved, That our President and Secretary be requested to communicate the 
foregoing resolutions to the Presiding Head of the. House of Bishops, and to 
the President of the House of Clerical and Lay delegates of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, now in session,in this city, and to other religious hodies that 


may convene, 


TO FOREIGN FRIENDS. 


Resolved, That it is the grateful duty and privilege of this Commission to 
acknowledge with sincere thanks the brotherly sympathy if our work mani- 
fested by the several foreign aid societies in Great Britain and on the continent 
of Europe, as well as the efficient and timely aid rendered by them to the cause 
of the freedmen and humanity, by their liberal contributions in money and 
material. 

We thank them for the assistance heretofore extended to the various local 
and State societies, now forming integral parts of this Commission, and assure 
them that our present comprehensive organization will enable us to render any 
future contribution from them still more effective for the education and eleva- 
tion of the freed people thoughout the whole of our country. 


SELF HELP. 


Resolved, That the freedmen of the South should be encouraged to support 
the schools established for their benefit among them, to the extent of their 
abilty. 

The Commission adjourned at noon on the 12th, to meet on Thursday, No- 
vember Yth. The sessions were characterized by earnestness and freedom of 
debate, with perfect unanimity in conclusions,

A PUBLIC MEETING 


Was held on the evening of the 11th in the Academy of Music, at which 
not less than four thousand persons were supposed to be present. The audi- 
ence seemed surcharged with generous enthusiasm, responding to the earnest 
utterances of the eloquent speakers with even more earnest applause. 

The venerable Bishop McIlvaine, President of the Western Department, pre- 
sided at the opening of the exercises, introducing the Rev. Dr. Yarnall, who 
offered prayer. 3 

The Bishop then addressed the audience briefly, but with great fervor, and 
introduced Bishop Simpson, the President of the Commission, who made a suc- 
cinct and comprehensive statement of the origin and purposes of the Commis- 
sion, and of its confidence in the abundant support of all loyal citizens. 

Mr. J. M. McKim, Secretary of the Eastern Department, read the following 


letter from General Howard: 


WAR DEPARTMENT, 
BUREAU OF REFUGEES, FREEDMEN, AND ABANDONED LANDS, 
Washington, October 9, 1865. 


My Dear S1r: | have just received your kind letter, and hasten to reply. 
By judicious effort very much may be done in the way of education in the 
South. The want of money, the peculiar habits of a lifetime, and the preju- 
dices necessarily existing, rendér the Southern communities for the most part 
unprepared to educate their poor, both white and black. 

Education underlies every hope of success for the freedman. This education 
must, of course, extend rather to the practical arts than to theoretical 
knowledge. Everything depends on the youth and the children being thor- 
oughly instructed in every industrial pursuit. Through education, embracing 
moral and religious training, the fearful prejudice and hostility against the 
blacks can be overcome. They themselves will be able to demand and receive 
both privileges and rights that we now have difficulty to guarantee. There- 
fore I earnestly entreat benevolent associations to leave no stone unturned to 
give them the opportunities for gaining knowledge. 

I would enjoy being with you at your meeting in Philadelphia, but my 
orders carry me in the other direction. Do everything you possibly can for 
the elevation of the freedmen. My impression is, that hundreds, and perhaps 
thousands, of Southern people would be ready to aid you if they were ap- 
proached in the right way. They acknowledge their necessities, and, as in 
Louisiana, a large number of native teachers will work for wages. I am often 
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asked what I can do in the way of aid: My answer is, ‘Not much.” I must 
turn to the societies, now, and ask them what they can do to aid me? What 
are the people willing to do to secure the blessings almost within our grasp— 
the blessings of substantial freedom and enduring peace? Whether in a moral 
or political point of view, I believe every thinking man is ready to admit that 
we will stand or fall as a nation according as we are true to principle— 
according to our fidelity to the trusts evidently committed to us. 
Very truly, yours, _ 
O. O. HOWARD, Major General. 


And another from George U. Stuart, Esq., President of the United States 
Christian Commission, of which the material portion is the following : 


‘‘ The object of your meeting is one which cannot fail to commend itself to” 
the heart of every true Christian, patriot, and philanthropist. The providence 
of God in overruling the late terrible contest for some of the most wise and 
beneficent purposes, has brought before the American people no problem of 
greater importance than that which relates to the freedmen of the South. It 
is tothe great work of improving their condition physically, socially, morally, 
and intellectually, that the energies of the country should now be, in a great 
measure, directed. This is a duty which we owe to them—a debt which it is 
obligatory for us to pay. 

“ Through long years of unrequited and involuntary toil, suffering all the 
horrors of servitude, they added by their forced yet productive labor to the 
material wealth of the country, and théreby identified themselves with the 
advancement of its material prosperity. Add to this the fact that in the 
recent struggle with slavery their blood was freely shed with that of their 
compatriots from other portions of our land, and their claim to the considerate 
care of the Christian and the patriot must be conceded. 

They stand before us to-day with the chains of slavery broken. They 
demand as a right, in the name of justice and humanity, that we do something 
to destroy the effects of their long and bitter years of oppression and bondage 
fastened upon them by unholy legislation. 

We shall be recreant in our duty to God and our country if this appeal is 
despised. We are to educate the freedman; we are to recognize his right to 
manhood; we are to prepare him for taking the advance step from the status 
of the freedman to that of the freeman, and to exercise the privileges of such. 
By our conduct as well as our professions, we are to evidence our belief in 

that fundamental truth of the great charter of freedom—* All men are created 
freé and equal.” : | | 
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In our efforts, and in our successes in this direction, we will at the same time 

be doing much to hasten the period when an unholy and unchristian prejudice, 
now ‘80 sadly predominant against our colored population, shall be crushed 
out, and the divine principle acknowledged as relating even to them who are 
the poorest and most lowly of earth: “All things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to them.” 
- Rev. Dr. Bellows, President of the United States Sanitary Commission, fol- 
lowed in an earnest and eloquent address, representing the exceeding import- 
ance of early, thorough, and extensive organization, and declaring that the 
loyal citizens of the North, especially those who had learned in labors for the 
Sanitary and Christian Commissions the luxury of giving to a great cause 
continuously and largely, ought to place at the disposal of the American 
Freedmen’s Aid Commission within the next twelve months not less than five 
millions of dollars; and predicting that an early investment of such a sum 
would not only carry the work of educating the four millions of ex-slaves so 
far that it could never go back, but would carry it so far that the pupils them- 
selves would be able to continue it to complete success. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher came forward amid thunders of applause, and 
made one of his happiest addresses, bespeaking for the ex-slave a Christian 
welcome to Christian civilization. 

Mr. William, Lloyd Garrison, first Vice President of the Commission, followed 
with a careful and cogent re-statement of views for more than thirty years 

, misunderstood and rejected; now happily received with eager intelligence 
and hearty approbation by the large majority of the best citizens. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE COMMISSION. 


Article 1. This organization shall be known as “ The American Freedmen’s 


Aid Commission.” 

Article 2. Its object shall be to promote the education and elevation of the 
Freedmen, and to co-operate to this end with the Bureau of Refugees, Freed- 
men, and Abandoned Lands. 

Article 3. The Commission shall consist of gentlemen hereinafter named, their 
associates and successors ; and shall have power to appoint and remove at dis- 
cretion its own Officers; shall elect Associates at discretion; shall audit the 
accounts of its Officers; make necessary Regulations ; and be responsible for the 
efficiency and fidelity of its Agents; shall not permit its number to diminish, 
but shall fill its own ‘vacancies from two or more persons named by the Depart- 
ment in which the vacancy may occur. 

Article 4. The Commission shall comprise an Eastern and a Western Depart- 


ment; the Presidents and Corresponding Secretaries of which shall be, ez officio, 
members of the Commission. Each Department shall be independent of the 
other so far as the collection of money and goods, and the selection, supervision, 
and payment of Teachers and Agents may be concerned. These Departments 
shall be organized, in the East, under the auspices of the American Freedmen’s 
Aid Union; and in the West, under the auspices of the united Western and 
Northwestern Freedmen’s Aid Commissions. 

Article 5. The Officers of the Commission shall be a President, one or more 
Vice Presidents, a General Secretary, and an Associate Secretary, (one of whom * 
shall reside in Washington,) and a Treasurer. 

Article 6. The Board of Managers shall consist of the Officers of the Commis- 
sion, and the Corresponding Secretaries of the Departments, together with five 
delegates from each Department; and it shall finally decide, subject to the re- 
vision of the Commission, all questions relating to the general policy and action 
of the Commission. 

Article 7. Teachers and Agents shall be accreditedin the name of the AMERI- 
cAN FREEDMEN’s AID Commission; their credentials being attested by the 


President and one of the Secretaries, and countersigned by the Corresponding 


Secretary of the Department from which they issue. : 

Article 8. Each Department shall account to the General Treasurer for all 
moneys received and expended, and for all goods received and distributed. 

Article 9. Contributions from Europe, the Pacific Coast, and other common 
sources, shall go into the General Treasury, unless otherwise directed by the 
contributors. Funds in the General Treasury shall be distributed by the Board 
of Managers to the Departments, or otherwise applied for the purposes of the 
Commission. The General Treasurer shall make to the Commission an annual 
exhibit of all receipts and disbursements. 

Article 10. The General Secretary shall make an annual report to the Com- 
mission: which, with the annual exhibit:of the General Treasurer, shall be 
published, under the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Article 11. The persons next hereinafter named, their associates and succes- 


sors, shall constitute the Commission.

OF 


THE EMANCIPATION LEAGUE 


IN THE CITY OF NEW YORK. 


——- a 


ARTICLE I. 
The name of this Society shall be “Tue Emanctpation LEAGuE IN THE 
Crry or New York.” 
ARTICLE TI. 
The object of the Society is— 
To bring about emancipation throughout the whole land. 


ARTICLE IIl. 

This object is to be obtained by peaceful and lawful agitation of the public 
mind—by public meetings—by discussions in the periodical press—by tracts 
and essays freely distributed—by appeals to Government—and by efforts to 
form auxiliary and coéperating societies throughout the land. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Any person may become a member by contributing annually a sum not less 
than one dollar to the funds of the Society, and, on payment of $25, may become 


a life member. 
ARTICLE V. 


The Officers shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a Recording and a Corres- 
ponding Secretary, a Treasurer, and an Executive Committee of fifteen or more 
members-——to be chosen annually. The Executive Committee to have power to 
fill vacancies in its own body; and that five be a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The annual meeting to be fixed by the Executive Committee. 
ARTICLE VII. 


The Executive Committee shall keep full minutes of its proceedings, and 


make annual report thereof. 
ARTICLE VIII. 


The Treasurer shall have custody of the funds, and disburse them under the 
direction of the Executive Committee, and make an annual report to the Society. 
ARTICLE IX, 


Auxiliary and coéperating societies, having the same object in view, may be 
received in full communion with this Society, and become members of it, through 
their representatives, upon such terms as the Executive Committee may prescribe.
